at the United States Bunting mills and 
has been working very steadily. 
His 


only fault seems to Have been his ad- 
diction to liquor and that 
seven 
or 


eight years ago his brain was atfected 
and it was found necessary to send 
Him to the insane asylum at Worces- 
ter. 
Howard and his wife and daugh- 
ter have been living in Huntoon avc- 
tme since a short time after the explo- 
sion at tie powder magazines in 190:5 
and, acceding to.-thc neighbors there, 
has .never, been any trouble 
in 
the 


house.

During the past 
-week, 
however, 


Howard had been acting rather queer 
and while-he hail been1 given to morbid 
spells since his release from the insane, 
asylurn. the members of tlTiTTiouscltold 
were of the opinion that he was Hna.1- 
ly cured.

He-had beeH drinking licavily of late 


and on numerous occasions had gone 
to his home, in an intoxicated condition. 
On Thanksgiving day there was a case 
of beer In the house and Howard drunk 
the greater part of that together with 
some whiskey. He went to work the 
next day, however, and had been work- 
ing up to last night. 


Upon returning to his 
home 
last 


night he appeared to bo in a better 
frame of mind than lie had been during 
the past few. days r.ml after enjoying 
a hearty supper sat down to read the 
paper.

That, of course, is a possibility, hut it is

piobnble. In any case we consider it the duty of Mr. Bryan to renounce all 
intention of being again a candidate, lie can continue to fight for reform 
as he has done in the past, but he cannot continue to make himself 
the 


instrument of defeating such reform by his candidacy for the presidency. 


If'Mr. Bryan wants to maintain his reputation for honesty and 
un- 


selfishness in advocating political reforms lie will declare most emphatically 
"that under no condition will he be n candidate in 1912. 


After his second defeat he slated for a time that he would not he again 


a candidate, but' as (he lime for the convention approached he gradually 
yielded to the appeals of his friends to become a 
candidate, and

entered upon an elaborate campaign for the irbminalion. Had he retired 
at that time and left the field clear for the nomination of Governor Johnson 
of Minnesota, we might have a different story to tell today.

Met With Trustees of the Lowell 


General Hospital 


The regular quarterly meeting of the 


trustees of the Lowell General hospital 
was held yesterday afternoon, President 
Jacob Rogers In the chair. By request, 
th« hospital staff met with the trustees 
to hear the report of the committee In 
charge of the tuberculosis camp during 
the past 
season. 
This committee 


consists of Dr. T. G. McGannon, chair- 
man. Dr. W. G. Eaton, Dr. J. H. Lam- 
bert and Dr. Geo. L. Van Doursen, 
secretary, 


The committee reported 
that 
the 


camp was opened.May Uh, and closed 
October 10th. 
The whole number of 


patients admitted was 39; average num- 
ber In the camp 21. 
Total number 


of days treatment 3516. 


For purposes of study the patients 


kvere divided into 5 groups—thoae re- 
mafr.lnsr less than 30 days, from 30 to 
60 days, from SO to 90 days, from SO 
to 120 days, and from 120 to 159 days. 


It Is well known that at the present 


time there Is no positive specific used 
in the treatment of tuberculosis, the 
chief object being to Improve the gen- 
eral condition of tlie patient In every 
way possible. 
Therefore, It may be 


accepted as a-general rule that when 
the patients are gaining In weight they 
are making progress toward recovery. 
There are occasional exceptions to this 
rule, but nevertheless the rule Is a 
good guide. 
The report of the com- 


mittee showed that of the G patients 
who were In camp leas than 30 days 
only one gained in weight; of the 7 In 
camp from 30 to 60 days, two jralned 
weight; of the 5 In camp from 60 to 90 
days, four gained weight: of the 6 In 
camp from 90 to 120 days, all gained 
weight; o£ the 15 In camp from 130 
to 163 days, 13 gained In weight, no 
change 
In 2. 
Some of 
the 
more 


marked cases jshowed gains In weight 
from 10 to over 20 pounds each. 


Take the 15 cases that were in camp 


the longest, and, as just stated, It is 
shown that 13 gained In weight, while 
two showed no change. 


It must be true that any treatment 


which gave us a result .like this'must 
be of the 
highest 
valVe. 
It also 


shows that there must be some very 
marked reasons why the two cases did 
not gain while the 13 showed heavy 
gains under the same treatment and 
for the same length of time. 
There- 


fore, it Is safe to conclude that with- 
out this treatment 
these two cases 


would have been in a most deplorable 
condition by the end of 
the season. 


king all the cases, those who re- 


mained In the camp even only a few 
days as well as those who ".remained 
all the season, and the report 
shows 


that 26 of the 39 gained in weight, 8 
showed no change, and 5- actually lost 
In weight. 
These nve cases left the 


camp voluntarily, or were told by the 
committee that It would hardly be wise 
for them to remain longer.' 
It has 


certainly .been proven-that the great 
majority of the cases, are.-materially 
benefited by a season's sojourn at the 
camp, and one is,equally certain In ar- 
riving at the conclusion that" the other 
cases would have been in vastly worse 
condition without this out-door life. 


In concluding this report the commit- 


tee said: 


"Eight patients were In camp dur- 


ing 1907 and one.both in 1906 and 1907. 
These patients \followed the open air 
treatment during the winter, so far as 
their home surroundings would permit, 
and the majority of them were In bet- 
ter condition on admission to 
camp 


this year than last. 


"The results accomplished this sea- 


son compare very favorably 
with 


those of other camps ivnd sanatoria, 
and while a neriod of five months Is 
too short to accomplish many perma- 
nent cures, the 'educational value of 
such a camp, not alqne'to the patients 
themselves, but to their friends :ariO 
the community at large, is impossible 
to estimate. 


"A careful study of the cases serves 


to emphasize more fully the necessity 
for the early recognition of the first 
indications of disease, for while tuber- 
culosis can be cured in Its Incipient 
.stages It becomes more and more dim- 
cult to arrest as it progresses. 


"We would appeal to 
the medical 


profession of Lowell 
and vicinity to 


use every 
effort 
possible to induce 


their incipient cases of tuberculosis to 
take 
advantage of the 
opportunity 


which Mr. Ayer's generosity lias made 
possible. 


"We feel that thts camp is capable 


of accomplishing even more in the fu- 
ture than It has In the pas!. It Is a 
part of the great educational 
move- 


ment that Is Insisting on better sani- 
tation for schools, factories and homes. 
Tuberculosis can be cured, but preven- 
tion is better than cure, and the pa- 
tients going out from this camp are 
do ng much to teach thc-ir friends and 
neighbors how to escape 'the great 
rhlte plague.'" 
The reading of the report was fol- 


lowed with a very Interesting dlscus- 
f on by the members of the hospital 
stafr and many questions were asked 
-»y the trustees. In order that the sub- 
ject might be as 
thoroughly under- 


stood as possible. Each physician lain 
greaf stress on the educational value 
of this camp, and gave repeated illus- 
trations of the value of such a camp 
to Lowell and Its vicinity. As a result 
of the object lessons at the camp peo- 
ple- -were becoming more and 
more 


convinced of the value of fresh air at 
night as well as during the day* liv- 
ing and sleeping rooms were being 
better ventilated, the 
old horrors of 


nlsht, air were being dispelled, and the 
value of surrounding home life with 
the best of hygienic conditions was 
being better understood 
and' more 


completely carried out. The 
physi- 


cians spoke, in tho strongest terms 
possible of the great necessity of rec- 
ognizing -tuberculosis 
In its early 


stages. As-the committee said. "Tuber- 
culosis can.be cured," only It must bo 
recognized • in its early- stages before 
extensive 
damage was done to the 


lung ' tissue. A .strong appeal was 
made that more work bq done in edu- 
cating the public to the necessity of 
[laying better attention to throat and 
lung 
troubles, especially when there 
was !a. family history of 
weak 


lungs, or when the hard cold was asso- 
ciated with loss of flesh or. general 
weakness of the whole .system. 


There was a very -Idrge attendance 


of ,thr, trustees and - members of-the 
hospital 
staff, and nearly everyone 


present took occasion to express their 
:great appreciation of what -Mr, Fred- 
erick Fanning Ayer was doing for-the 
.hospital, ,Tor this whole 
community, 


and • especially for those afflicted with 
some form of tuberculosis.

During the past 
week, 
however, 


Howard had been acting rather queer 
and while lie had been given to morbid 
spells since his release from the Insane 
asylum, the members of the household 
were of the opinion that ho was flnal- 
":y cured. 


He had been drinking heavily of late 


and on numerous occasions had gone 
to his home in an Intoxicated condition. 
On Thanksgiving day there was a case 
of beer In the house and Howard drank 
the greater part of that together with 
some whiskey. He went to work the 
lext day, however, and hud been work- 
ng up to last night. 


Upon returning to his 
homo 
last 


night he appeared to bo in a better 
Irame of mind than he had been during 
:ho past few days and after enjoying 
a hearty supper eat down to read the 
paper. 


The paper In question was The Sun, 


and upon looking at the last page and 
seeing the political cartoon he began 
to laugh aloud. He then 
looked at 


other part sot the paper, but continu- 
ally kept turning to the. last page and 
laughing at the cartoon. 


While reading tho paper he appeared 


to be rather hysterical, and at eight 
o'clock decided to go out for a walk. 
He went cut and within fifteen min- 
utes returned and retired for the night,

EI again being a candidate for the presidency in 1912. It is feared that any 
&' nval leader coming to (he front in the meantime would adopt a reactionary 


policy and depart from the radical stand taken by the democratic party un- 
| der Mi Bryan. That, of course, is a possibility, but it is not at all 
p probable. In any case we consider it the duty of Mr. Bryan to renounce all 
|t intention of being again a candidate. He can continue to fight for reform 
pas he has done in the past, but he cannot continue to make himseli the 


.instrument of defeating such reform by his candidacy for the presidency. 


^ 
' If Mr. ^Bryan wants to maintain his reputation for honesty and 
un- 


selfishness in advocating political reforms he will declare most emphatically 
that under no condition will he be a candidate in 1912. 


After his second defeat he stated for a time that he would not be again 


a candidate, but as the time for the convention approached he gradually 
yielded to the appeals of his friends to become a 
candidate, and 
even 


entered upon aii elaborate campaign for the nomination. 
Had he retired 


at that lime and left the field clear for the nomination of Governor Johnson 
of Minnesota, we might have a different story to tell today. 


The democratic victory scored in several different states that gave their 


jr electoral vote to Mr. Taft. indicates that it was Bryan the people feared 


as a candidate. Had Johnson been the standard bearer in all probability he 
would have carried these states against republican opposition. 


That unusual anomaly should be enough to convince Mr. Bryan that he 


can never be successful as a candidate for tho presidency. Two defeats are 
sufficient to prove that, and the third defeat should place it beyond nny 
(juestion whatsoever. To talk of running a fourth tirue is simply sacrificing 
the interests of the democratic party and the chances of democralic reform 
to the mtersts and, may we say, the ambitions of an individual. 


Mr. Bryan does not seem to understand the causes of his recent defeat, 


and he has called for explanations from democrats throughout the country. 
It is a peculiarity of some candidates to find the cause for

WASHINGTON', Dec. 2.—The notes 


exchanged -between the United States 
and Japan "declaring their policy in 
the far cast" which have been the sub- 
ject of correspondence between Secre- 
tary of State Root and Ambassador 
Takahlra for some months, were mada 
public at the state department last 
nlfiht. 
Accompanying the 
declaration 


are two letters, one from Mr. Takahlra 
and one from Mr.'Root. the former-ex- 
pressing the belief that a frank avow- 
al of the aim, policy and Intention of 
tho two countries in the Pacific would 
not i nly tend to strengthen tho rela- 
tion.' of friendship and good neighbor - 
Hooo, between the 
two 
nations, but 


would materially contribute 
to 
tho 


preservation of the general peace, and 
tho latter declaring that "this expres- 
sion of mutual understanding is wel- 
come to the government of the United 
Dtales." 
. Each letter, in which Is included the 
declaration, Is dated, November 
30th, 


tho day on which the exchanges took 
place. 


.The text of these letters was con 


talned In |The Associated Press de- 
spatches from London. 


The purport of "the five separate 


notes was fully set forth in The Asso- 
ciated Press despatches 
of November 


27th from 
Washington. '.In explicit 
terms they are aa follows: 


"1—It is the wish of the two govern- 


ments to 
encourage- 
the 
free 
and 


peaceful development of 
their com- 


merce on the Pacific ocean. 


'•2—The. policy of both-governments, 


uninfluenced by any aggressive ten- 
dencies, is directed to the maintenance 
of the existing status quo in the re- 
gion, above mentioned, and to'tho de- 
fense of the principle o£ equal opnov- 
tunlty for commerce and. industry In 
China. 


"3^-They arc accordingly firmly re- 


solved reciprocally to respect the ter- 
ritorial possessions belonging to (he 
each other in said region. 


"4—They are also .determined to pre- 


serve the common interests of all pow- 
ers in China by supporting by. all pa- 
cific means at Iheli- disposal the inde- 
pendence and .integrity of China and 
the principle of equai opportunity for 


commerce and industry of all nations 
In that empire. 
- 


:"5—Should any event occur threat- 
eninc the statu quo as above described 
or the principle, of c<?ual opportunity as 
above defined. It remains for the two 
Boveruments 
to 
communicate 
with 


each other In order to arrive at an un- 
derstanding as to .what measures- tliey 
may consider it useful to take." 


Ambassador Tahaliira In a 
state- 


ment (ssued subsequent to the making 
public o( the notes, declared they were 
simply a: re-altirmfttlon of what 
was 


declared by the two governments years 
ago. It was,"something like a transac- 
tion between trusted friends." 


The ambassador added: 
The substance of tho instrument 


which, has already found Its way to the 
press, called for exhaustive expression 
of opinions in this and other countries 
and there remains hardly anything to 
be added. As will be seen in their 
wording tho notes are simply in the 
form of a declaration, and arc not a 
treaty or agreement. They are simply 
a re-affirmation of what was declared 
by the two governments years ago or 
a. definition of the understanding al- 
ready existing. 
It is, however, to be 


noted that the. notes which are 
ex- 


changed 
betv.'ccn 
governments 
of 


such great moral standing as those of 
the United States and Japan will have 
a great .importance in the carrying out 
of their common policy. Japan has en- 
tire confidence in 
tho 
great 
moral 


strength of the United States govern- 
ment and the latter fully trusts in tho 
strong good faith o£ the Japanese gov- 
ernment as has been amply proved by 
past experience. 
In this respect it Is 


something like a transaction 
between 


trusted friends and it is sincerely to 
be hoped that the people of eachcoun- 
.try will have tho same confidence as 
their own government in respect to the 
declaration of the other and In doing so 
there will be everything to gain and 
nothing to lose and friendly intercourse 
and commercial relations will be fully 
developed." 


The substance of the declaration was 


furnished in advance of Its signing to 
the various governments interested in 
Chinese affairs .and cordial responses 
o£ sympathy and support came from 
them.
